Dartmouth man 
chained in cold 
case murder 


North Kentville. 
Rhonda Wilson 
disappeared from 
home in August 2002 


A 45-year-old Dartmouth man 
has been charged with first-de¬ 
gree murder in the 11-year-old 
disappearance of Rhonda (Cor¬ 
bin) Wilson. 

Albert Baird, a former Kings 
County resident, appeared 
in Kentville provincial court 
Thursday. 

Baird did not enter a plea 
during the brief court appear¬ 
ance, and the case was ad¬ 
journed to June 24 to set the 
date for a preliminary inquiiy. 

Wilson was 31 when she dis¬ 
appeared from North Kentville 
in August 2002. Her spouse 
called New Minas RCMP on 
Aug. 10, saying she had left 



their Mee Road home three 
days earlier to go for a walk — 
but did not return. 

She had infant twins at 
home and shared custody of an 
older daughter. 

Wilson was four-foot-nine 
and weighed only 100 pounds 
when she disappeared. 

Adeena Stevens, a friend 
and neighbour of the family, 
remembers Wilson well. “She 


was a wonderful little lady,” Ste¬ 
vens said. “Kind and generous. 

“She loved her children 
more than life itself. She would 
never just walk away and leave 
them.” 

According to the RCMP, Wil¬ 
son’s remains have not been 
located and a spokesman could 
not say where they are looking 
for the woman’s body. 

However, police have been 
stationed at a property on Black 
Hole Road in Sheffield Mills 
since late Wednesday. 

A portion of the former 
farm property, roughly nine 
kilometres from where Wil¬ 
son was last seen, had been 
cordoned off with police tape. 
Police have not confirmed ac¬ 
tivity there is connected to the 
Wilson investigation. 

Neighbours said there were 
once open manure pits on the 
property when it was used for 
farming, kings county register

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Tag, you’re it: Statue hit again 


‘Self-righteous ass’? 

Graffiti spray-painted 
on Cornwallis statue, 
a popular target 
of local vandals 


It’s been attacked by ninjas, 
doused in fake blood, aug¬ 
mented with a felt vagina and 
now, defaced with some rather 
highbrow graffiti. 

The statue of Edward Corn¬ 
wallis, Halifax’s controversial 
founder, just can’t catch a 
break. 

“It’s clearly a magnet for 
vandalism, I’d say,” said Jon 
Tattrie, author of the recently 
published book Cornwallis: 
The Violent Birth of Halifax. 

On Thursday, the monu¬ 
ment in Cornwallis Park sport¬ 
ed the words “self righteous 
ass” across the front in gold 
cursive handwriting. The word 
“fake” was scrawled childishly 
in large red letters across the 
back. 

It’s not known when the 
vandalism happened, though 
a park user told Metro Halifax 
the statue was unmarked on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Halifax Regional Police said 
they’d received no complaints 
as of Thursday morning. 


“Random acts of graffiti 
aren’t the way to solve the 
problem, but I think they do 
point to the fact that there is a 
problem,” said Tattrie. 

The vandalism coincides 
with several animated public 
discussions following the re¬ 
cent launch of Tattrie’s book 
examining Cornwallis’ actions 
in Nova Scotia. 

The book was inspired by 
the controversy over naming 
public places in honour of the 
militaiy commander, given his 
decision to levy a scalp bounty 
on the Mi’kmaq in hopes of 
driving them out of the prov¬ 
ince. 

“I think the statue fails to 
address the full role of Corn¬ 
wallis. It’s not surprising that 
other people will have a go 
at filling in the blanks,” said 
Tattrie. 

As far as blanks go, Tattrie 
was drawing one when asked 
about the possible meaning of 
the messages. 

“For all we know, it’s some¬ 
one who thought he looked 
like a self-righteous ass, or per¬ 
haps they were talking about 
someone else and just using 
that as their platform,” he said. 

An HRM spokesperson said 
the city hopes to remove the 
graffiti as soon as possible.

RCMP are investigating a 
bomb scare that led to evacua¬ 
tions in Millbroolc on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Cpl. De-Anne Sack of Mill- 
brook RCMP said a suspicious 
device was located by a com¬ 
munity member at the end 
of a property line on Abenaki 
Road in the morning. The 
community member placed 
it in a trash can and took it to 


the RCMP around 11:15 a.m. 

Upon investigation, it was 
confirmed the device was not 
an explosive. 

“It was dressed up to look 
like one.... It was definitely 
homemade and we don’t even 
know how long it was sitting 
there. I can’t speculate why 
someone would create this,” 
Sack said Thursday afternoon. 

She described the device as 


a two-foot stick surrounded by 
packing tape, with three shiny 
items. 

To ensure public safety, 
Highway 2 was blocked off 
between Brooks Lane and Wil¬ 
liam Barnhill Drive and the 
nearby Millbroolc Preschool 
was evacuated. 

Businesses within a 
100-metre radius of the de¬ 
vice were also evacuated, as 


were community elders, the 
band office and a convenience 
store. 

Around 1:40 p.m., the 
explosive-device unit from 
Halifax used a water cannon 
to “blow up the device,” said 
Sack, adding the situation was 
then declared safe. 

The closed roads were re¬ 
opened just before 2 p.m.

Halifax is welcoming two 
new restaurants this summer 
that focus on the greener side 
of the plate. 

The Wild Leek on Windsor 
Street opened its doors Thurs¬ 
day morning, but has a grand 
opening in three weeks, while 
enVie on the comer of Agric¬ 
ola and Charles Street will 
open in July. 

“It’s super tasty, anyone 
can come to a vegan restau¬ 
rant,” said Wild Leek owner 
Kirsten Taggart. 

“I love cooking. I just want¬ 
ed another outlet so I could 


continue on the journey of 
food,” said Taggart, who stud¬ 
ied culinaiy arts in her home¬ 
town of Vancouver. 

Taggart said, as a vegan, she 
decided to keep her menu fall 
of daily specials she could eat 
herself, like tofu ricotta wild 
mushroom tarts, sandwiches, 
tofu sliders and salads. 

She said she also wanted to 
“embrace the community” of 
her west-end spot, and invited 
local artists to put up displays 
along the walls. 

Diandra Phipps of enVie re¬ 
turned home to Halifax after 
living in Germany for three 
years and learning to cook 
while helping out at a friend’s 
restaurant. 

“We’re trying to do the 
new vegan,” Phipps said.

Phipps is planning menu 
items people might not expect 
to be vegan, like artisan chees¬ 
es, creams and sauces, plus 
gluten-free items to appeal to 
the growing market of diners 
with a wheat intolerance. 

“A lot of people are skep¬ 
tical about vegan food just 
because of the PETA, soapbox, 
save-the-animal campaign, 
but it’s not going to be that 
kind of place,” Phipps said. 

Although “it’s funny” that 
six gourmet burger places 
popped up in a year, Phipps 
isn’t worried about attracting 
customers.

‘Balmy.’ Spring may 
have seemed chilly 
and miserable, but 
forecasters say it was 
pretty standard 


Summer is just around the 
corner, and the weekend 
forecast offers a tantalizing 
preview of what’s in store. 

“There will be more 


muscle shirts and tank tops 
out there, drinking beer on 
outdoor patios and people 
strolling and thinking, ‘Isn’t 
life wonderful?”’ predicted 
David Phillips, senior clima¬ 
tologist for Environment 
Canada. 

The sun is expected to 
make an appearance, and 
temperatures will peak on 
Saturday with a high of 29 C. 

While Environment Can¬ 
ada’s next three-month 
weather projection won’t be 


released until Saturday, Phil¬ 
lips said Nova Scotians can be 
optimistic that June, July and 
August will be “balmy” — but 
not as hot as last year, which 
was the warmest season on 
record in Atlantic Canada. 

“People who felt they’d 
have to pay for last summer 
being so nice — there’s no 
sense to that,” he said. “Na¬ 
ture doesn’t balance things 
out like that.” 

But that’s not to say the 
province will be immune to

rain or severe weather such 
as thunderstorms or micro¬ 
bursts, said Phillips. 

The prospect of sunshine 
will be a welcome end to 
a chilly — but ordinaiy — 


spring. 

“At times you may have 
thought it was miserable, but 
everything was normal,” said 
Phillips, who noted May tem¬ 
peratures sat on the historical 
average of 9.8 C. 

A normal spring may have 
translated into a sluggish 
start to the growing season 
for some farmers across Nova 
Scotia, who will be welcom¬ 
ing the warm weather as 
a chance to speed up crop 
growth. 


“Fruit development has 
been a little bit behind, but 
it’s catching up fairly fast,” 
said Stephen Van Meelceren, 
an apple and pear farmer in 
Kentville. 

“If we get a few weeks of 
cool weather in the past, and 
a few days of extreme above¬ 
normal temperatures, that 
would catch you right up,” 
said Van Meelceren. “It looks 
like this weekend will ad¬ 
vance us quite a bit.”

20 days. Move to dock 
former MLA’s pay may not 
lead recovery of funds 


A Nova Scotia committee 
unanimously approved a mo¬ 
tion Thursday to dock the pay 
of former Liberal politician 
Manning MacDonald after he 
took a month-long vacation to 
Florida while the legislature 
was in session. 

But the NDP deputy pre¬ 
mier who introduced the mo¬ 
tion conceded that it might 
not result in the recoveiy of 
any money since MacDonald 
abruptly resigned Wednesday. 

Frank Corbett made the mo¬ 
tion to dock MacDonald’s salaiy 
for the roughly 20 days he was 
absent without permission. But 
he later said he had been told 
by the Speaker’s Office that 
it was unlikely they could de¬ 
mand the salaiy. 

“I guess we’re asking for 
clarity,” he said after the meet¬ 
ing. “We’re trying to make sure 
we’ve exercised all of our pos¬ 
sibilities.” 

Corbett, along with other 
NDP and Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive members, voted against 



a motion by Liberal Andrew 
Younger to have all members 
of the legislature subject to the 
same rule — that their pay can 
be docked if they are absent 
without permission. 

Younger said it showed the 
exercise was more about pol¬ 
iticking and trying to smear the 
reputation of the long-serving 
Cape Breton politician rather 
than clarifying the rules on ab¬ 
sences. 

“This is really about trying 
to get points when they’re low 
in the polls,” Younger said.

Kittie hurrah: Vets 
no longer declaw 


A round of a-paws, 
please Clinic group 
cites pain, long-term 
problems as reasons 
for discontinuing 
procedure

Three animal clinics in HRM 
will no longer declaw cats, say¬ 
ing the procedure is unneces¬ 
sary and one that “causes a lot 
of pain.” 

Peter Ainslie, CEO of Halifax 
Veterinaiy Hospital Inc., said 


his team decided to stop offer¬ 
ing declaw procedures a couple 
months ago, but just posted the 
new policy to their website on 
Wednesday. 

“I think if clients were truly 
informed of what was done, 
they wouldn’t go ahead.... It’s 
not fair to the animal because 
of the suffering,” Ainslie said. 

Although the clinics in 
Fairview, Halifax and Spryfield 
only get 12 to 20 declawing re¬ 
quests a year, Ainslie said hav¬ 
ing a definite policy protects 
veterinarians from feeling pres¬ 
sured into the procedure by a 
cat owner. 

If you’re worried about the 
cat scratching your furniture, 
there are options such as keep¬ 


ing claws trimmed or using 
paw covers that won’t cause 
long-term problems, Ainslie 
said. 

“There’s arthritis and a 
whole lot of things that will be 
there as (declawed cats) grow 
older and cause other complica¬ 
tions,” he said. 

Hugh Chisholm, founder of 
the Atlantic Cat Hospital and 
owner of feline mayoral candi¬ 
date Tuxedo Stan, said he’s glad 
to see a group of vets taking 
a stand against declawing, or 
onychectomies. 

“Imagine your fingernail 
where it turns pink, and you 
know that if you go back 
that far suddenly it hurts,” 
Chisholm said.

The Nova Scotia Veterin¬ 
ary Medical Association 
has banned cutting the 
tails and ears of dogs for 
cosmetic reasons, but so 
far has not taken a stance 
against declawing cats. 


“Claws are the same ... in or¬ 
der to make sure the nails don’t 
grow back, we have to remove 
the entire nail bed.” 

Chisholm said if a cat that’s 
been de-clawed gets outside, 
they might not be able to de¬ 
fend themselves if they run 
into trouble.

Ontario Premier Kathleen 
Wynne expressed concern To¬ 
ronto residents were losing 
confidence, saying Ford “needs 
to deal with his personal 
issues.” 

“The premier should take 
care of the problems she has at 
Queen’s Park right now,” Ford

A lesson in deception. 

Expert describes how 
one might try to crack 
Toronto’s crack scandal 


Human beings make poor lie 
detectors — our gut feelings 
lead us astray, and we tend to 
rely on false stereotypes about 
shifty-eyed liars. 


“Most people perform 
around the level of chance ... 
the same accuracy as would be 
expected simply by flipping a 
coin,” said Leanne ten Brinlce, 
a postdoctoral fellow at UC 
Berkeley, in an email interview. 

In her doctoral thesis at Uni¬ 
versity of B.C. Okanagan, ten 
Brinke tested our ability to de¬ 
tect high-stalces lies — specific¬ 
ally televised pleas for the safe 
return of a missing loved one, 


comparing genuine pleas to 
those of people later found to 
have killed the missing person. 

The genuine pleaders ex¬ 
pressed sincere sadness on 
their faces and gave relatively 
long pleas, she said. The bars 
had difficulty appearing genu¬ 
inely sad; instead they showed 
subtle smiles and surprise. 

“Because many of the mus¬ 
cles in our face are not under 
strong voluntaiy control, they 


could not bring their eyebrows 
upward and together, as occurs 
in genuine sadness. Instead 
their eyebrows only came up¬ 
ward — making them appear 
surprised,” ten Brinke said. 

Her best advice is to throw 
away stereotypes — especially 
that liars will look shifty or gaze 
in a certain direction. 

Instead, look for inconsis¬ 
tencies in verbal, facial and 
body-language behaviours, and 


for “leakages” of real emotion. 

Asked about finding the 
truth in the ongoing Rob Ford 
crack-video scandal, ten Brinke 
said her research can be a great 
tool for investigative reporters. 

“If you notice some suspi¬ 
cious behaviour, you probably 
want to question the person 
further about that topic — they 
could be hiding something that 
you might be able to reveal.”

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Harper mum 
on dealing 
with scandal 


Ottawa. PM has failed 
to address questions 
about how he directed 
staff to deal with 
expense issue last fall 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is steadfastly refusing 
to acknowledge any question 
about his leadership during 
the months last winter when 
an expense scandal involv¬ 
ing three of his Conservative 
Senate appointees was in the 
public eye. 

Harper has spent the past 
three days insisting that he 
first learned that his chief of 
staff had helped pay off Sen. 
Mike Duffy’s $90,000 in im¬ 
proper expense claims only 
after the public was told by 
CTV in mid-May. 

But he has failed to ad¬ 
dress questions about how 
he instructed his staff to han¬ 
dle the expense revelations 
after they first aired late last 
fall. 

Neither Harper nor his 
NDP and Liberal counter¬ 
parts were in question period 
Thursday, so it fell to Herit¬ 
age Minister James Moore to 
bear the brunt of the oppos¬ 
ition onslaught. 

“Duffy keeps the $90,000 
while the receiver general 
gets $90,000 from an illicit 
deal that was so wrong it cost 
Mr. Wright his job,” said Lib¬ 
eral MP Ralph Goodale. 

“Will the government re¬ 
pudiate the dirty money and 
instead garnishee Duffy’s 
wages and seize his assets so 
he pays for his wrongdoing, 



not some deal-maker in the 
PMO?” 

Harper faced more than 
40 direct questions on the 
affair in the House of Com¬ 
mons this week but has not 
provided any information 
on who in his office was 
asked to handle the scandal, 
what instructions they were 
given, or why his chief of 
staff took it upon himself to 
give $90,000 to a senator ac¬ 
cused of improper housing 
expense claims. 

Duffy stopped co-oper¬ 
ating with an independent 
audit of his expenses once 
the $90,000 was paid back. 
Conservatives in the Sen¬ 
ate cited that repayment in 
declaring the matter closed 
shortly after receiving the 
audit. 

Duffy and Sen. Pamela 
Wallin are no longer part 
of the Conservative caucus, 
along with Sen. Patrick Bra- 
zeau, another Harper ap¬ 
pointee accused of improper 
expense claims. 

Sen. Mac Harb has left the 
Liberal caucus while fighting 
what he says are unfair accus¬ 
ations that he too abused his 
Senate housing allowance.

Biological information 


Supreme Court 
won't hear 
woman's appeal 
to ID sperm donor 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada will not hear an 
appeal from a woman who 
wanted to know the iden¬ 
tity of her sperm-donor 
father. 

Olivia Pratten sought 
to take her case to the 
high court after the British 
Columbia Court of Appeal 
threw out an earlier deci¬ 
sion that sided with her. 


She argued that off¬ 
spring like herself should 
have access to information 
about their biological past, 
as is the case with people 
who are adopted. 

The appeal court said 
she has no constitutional 
right to information about 
her biological father. 

The court said providing 
such information would 
amount to state intrusion 
into the lives of many 
people. 

As usual in such deci¬ 
sions, the Supreme Court 
gave no reasons for refus¬ 
ing to hear the appeal.

Baird urges political solution to Syrian violence 


Reports of a Russian arms ship¬ 
ment to the Syrian regime and 
the rejection of peace talks by 
opposition groups raised fears 
Thursday that international ef¬ 
forts to bring an end to the civil 
war in Syria are at risk. 

A political solution is the 
only way to end the violence, 
Foreign Affairs Minister John 
Baird and his German counter¬ 
part stressed Thursday after bi¬ 
lateral talks in Ottawa. 

Both men expressed con¬ 
cern over reports that Syrian 


President Bashar Assad received 
Russian anti-aircraft missiles. 

“Syria has received the first 
shipment of Russian anti-air¬ 
craft S-300 rockets,” Assad was 
quoted as saying, adding: “All 
our agreements with Russia 
will be implemented and parts 
of them have already been im¬ 
plemented.” 

Baird called the reports 
regrettable, if true, while Ger¬ 
man Foreign Minister Guido 
Westerwelle characterized the 
development as unappreciated. 


The U.S. and Russia were 
to meet this week in Geneva 
to hash out a plan to get both 
sides together for peace talks, 
but the Syrian National Coali¬ 
tion, a major opposition group, 
suggested that for now there’s 
no place for talks. 

“The talk about the inter¬ 
national conference and a pol¬ 
itical solution to the situation 
in Syria has no meaning in 
light of the massacres that are 
taking place,” a spokesman for 
the Syrian National Coalition,

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Trip to Mars comes with radiation risks 


Long voyage. Readings 
by U.S. rover find 
astronauts would face 
raised cancer risk if they 
were to go to red planet 


Astronauts travelling to and 
from Mars would be bom¬ 
barded with as much cosmic 


radiation as they’d get from a 
full-body CT scan about once a 
week for a year, researchers re¬ 
ported Thursday 

That dose is enough to raise 
their cancer risk by about 3 per 
cent, but experts caution that 
there are many uncertainties 
about the space environment’s 
effects on the body 

As plans for deep space ex¬ 
ploration ramp up, radiation 
is a big concern — from high-

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Darwin’s ‘mom’ in 
court to get him back 


Ikea monkey. Abuse 
allegations dropped 
as Toronto real-estate 
lawyer describes 
unusual bond with ‘son’ 


A primate sanctuary is no 
longer alleging that the Ikea 
monkey was abused by the 
woman who calls herself his 
“mom,” who wept in court 
Thursday as she described 
her bond with her “son.” 

Yasmin Nalchuda took 
her monkey, Darwin, every¬ 
where, she testified. Nalc- 
huda, a Toronto real-estate 
lawyer, took him to work, 
the gym, shopping, to a wed¬ 


ding, and brought him in the 
shower with her. 

She took him to an Ikea in 
December, locked his crate 
and the car and told him she 
would be right back. But Dar¬ 
win escaped and ran around 
the parking lot. Toronto Ani¬ 
mal Services scooped him up 
and sent him to Story Book 
Farm Primate Sanctuary in 
Sunderland, Ont. 

Nalchuda sued the sanctu¬ 
ary to get Darwin back, al¬ 
leging she was tricked into 
surrendering the monkey. 
The case is not a custody 
battle — rather, Nalchuda is 
suing for recovery of prop¬ 
erty. 

She has gone to court 
twice to get Darwin back. 


At one hearing the sanctu¬ 
ary alleged she had abused 
the monkey, by “strangling” 
him and hitting him with a 
wooden spoon. 

At the outset of the trial 
Thursday, Kevin Toyne, the 
lawyer for the sanctuary, said 
it was withdrawing those al¬ 
legations in the interest of 
keeping the trial short. 

Nalchuda, who vehement¬ 
ly denied the allegations at 
the time, shook her head in 
court as the sanctuary lawyer 
made the announcement.

Actor battered over iPhone 


A Toronto actor faced a case 
of life imitating art Tuesday 
when he was the victim of 
a violent theft.

They might start calling it the 
McDiet. McDonald Corp.’s CEO 
Don Thompson revealed at an 
analyst conference this week 
that he shed about 20 pounds 
in the past year by getting his 
“butt up” and “working out 
again.” But he said he hasn’t 
changed his habit of eating at 
McDonald’s “eveiy, single day.” 

Thompson, who has been 
on the job for less than a year, 
was responding to a question 
about how the world’s biggest 
hamburger chain is adapting 
amid growing concerns about 
obesity. 

Thompson said he lost the 
weight by getting active again. 
He noted that Europeans walk a 
lot and it’s rare to see Europeans 
who are “veiy, veiy heavy.”

Canadian bankers were 
among some of the highest- 
paid banking executives in 
North America last year, with 
three in the Top 10, accord¬ 
ing to a new list compiled by 
Bloomberg Markets magazine. 

In all, six Canadian bank 
CEOs were in the Top 20, led 
by the Royal Bank of Canada’s 
Gordon Nixon, who came 
in at No. 4. Nixon’s total pay 
package was $12.6 million US 
in 2012 according to the list¬ 
ings, up 25 per cent from the 
year before, when he was in 
eighth place. 

Bank of Nova Scotia’s Ri¬ 
chard Waugh was bumped 
down one spot to seventh 
place, with $11.1 million US,

followed by TD Bank’s Ed 
Clark, who was No. 8 on the 
list with $10.8 million US. 

Clark’s pay actually went 
down by almost five per cent 
from the year before, when 
he was at No. 5, as did that 
of three other Canadian bank 
CEOs on the list. 

Gerald McCaughey, CEO of 
the Canadian Imperial Bank 


of Commerce, took home $9.3 
million US, nearly eight per 
cent less than the year before. 
That was still good for 11th 
place, but down from ninth 
in 2011. 

The Bank of Montreal’s Wil¬ 
liam Downe — No. 12 — took 
in $9.2 million US, seven per 
cent less than in 2011, when 
he ranked No. 10 on the list. 


National Bank of Canada 
chief Louis Vachon rounded 
up the Canadian bankers on 
the list at No. 17 with $7.2 mil¬ 
lion US. That was 1.4 per cent 
less than he made in 2011, 
when he held the 14th spot. 

The rankings are being 
published in the magazine’s 
July 2013 issue.

Richard: Mark, The Fresh 
Prince Of Bel Air proved that 
Will Smith has a flair for 
broad comedy, so it’s surpris¬ 
ing that over the years he’s 
played so few funny roles. 
He’s always charming and 
his films usually have the 
odd laugh, but rarely has he 
played it strictly for laughs. In 
1993 the safe move for Smith 
would have been to make a 


comedy, instead he chose to 
play a con-man in the serious, 
talky Six Degrees of Separa¬ 
tion. It’s a heavyweight role, 
and he’s really good in it. 
What’s your favourite Will 
Smith role? 

Mark: Will Smith must be 
the most likeable Hollywood 
star this side of Tom Hanks. I 
wish I could say I like all his 
movies, but I can’t. I really 
like his more serious roles. 
My favourite? The Pursuit 
of Happyness. His character, 
based on a true stoiy, is a man 
caught in desperate financial 
circumstances, who raises a 
young boy while homeless. 
The movie is ultimately up¬ 
lifting as he becomes a suc¬ 
cessful stockbroker, but it’s 
a harrowing journey, and 


Smith plays it to perfection. 

RC: In 2008 he played two 
creatures that don’t exist 
in real life, an alien with an 
anger management problem 
and an IRS tax collector with 
a conscience. Hancock has a 
dash of Men in Black’s wonky 
humour, a glimpse of his ac¬ 
tion hero of Independence 
Day, and a taste of Enemy 
of the State’s troubled para¬ 
noiac. Best of all there is ab¬ 
solutely nothing in there that 
echoes Wild Wild West. In 
Seven Pounds he’s a taxman 
crushed by the weight of his 
emotions, a walking zombie 
who has given up on life. And 
he’s terrific in both movies. 

MB: Hancock didn’t quite 
work for me, but Enemy of 


the State sure did. But I’m 
such a troubled paranoiac 
myself I might have liked 
anybody in the role. Smith 
is great in Seven Pounds, a 
weird picture by any stan¬ 
dards. But if it’s Will Smith as 
hero you’re looking for, he’s 
commanding in all 157 min¬ 
utes of Ali. And he’s suave 
and debonair in Hitch. 

RC: We can’t forget Men in 
Black. The sequels have been 
(profitable) disappointments, 
but Smith’s Agent J is always 
fun. 

MB: Now that I think of it, 
if Will Smith is in a movie I 
don’t like, it’s the movie I 
don’t like, not Smith. And 
that includes — shudder — 
The Legend of Bagger Vance. 
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To prep for The East, Ellen Page moved west

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Montreal’s DJ Champion returns to 
music after recovering from cancer 


A Champion. Maxime 
Morin releases l, a 
journey through the 
recent years of his life 


When Montreal’s DJ Cham¬ 
pion was diagnosed with 
cancer three years ago, he 
felt strangely confident he 
could fight it. The outlook 
for his career, however, ap¬ 
peared terminal. 

“I gave up on music,” 
said the 43-year-old musi¬ 
cian, born Maxime Morin, 
from his home recently. 

“It was very important 
for me at that time to get 
better, to just say: ‘OK, I’m 
done with music. As of now, 
I do not consider myself a 
musician anymore. I do not 
consider myself anything, 
lust a human being trying 
to stay alive.’ 

“We’re talking about life 
— my own life,” he added. 
“Don’t (mess) with it. So 
stop pretending to be some¬ 
one, and just be alive.” 

He succeeded there, and 
as the threat of cancer dis¬ 
sipated, Morin re-engaged 
with music — resulting in 
last Tuesday’s release of the 
expressive, elegant 1. 

But it’s easy to under¬ 
stand why this orchestral 
feat once seemed an impos¬ 
sible dream. 

When Morin was diag¬ 
nosed with Stage 3 lymph¬ 
oma in spring 2010, his 
doctor believed he had only 
about two or three months 
to live. 

But she didn’t share that 
dire prognostication with 
the Quebec turntable maes¬ 
tro. 


The album 


• l certainly is new, a 

marked departure from DJ 
Champion’s previous work 
— which was often char¬ 
acterized by the inspired 
alchemy of such seemingly 
disparate genres as grunge, 
electronic, soul and dance. 


• On his latest work, 

Champion is uncommonly 
focused, creating an or¬ 
nately orchestrated journey 
through the harrowing 
but ultimately triumphant 
recent years of his life. He's 
still incorporating giddy 
bits from every corner of 


his record collection — 
with guitars and electro 
baubles gleaming above the 
surface — but the album’s 
ever-present strings bind the 
mix to a symphonic sonic 
framework. 


• Champion said the album 
is meant to represent him, 
warts and all. “I wanted to 
be transparent,” he said. 
“This is who I am. This is 
what I am. That’s why no 
blues songs or blues-grunge 
songs are there. I wanted to 
show I can’t sing. I'm a bad 
singer. That’s who I am.” 


“They don’t tell you that 
when you’re about to die,” 
he said with a hearty laugh, 
showcasing the gallows hu¬ 
mour that appears to have 
become second nature. 

“If you have a good doc¬ 
tor, they won’t tell you. My 
doctor didn’t tell me that. 
Because the first time I saw 
her, she was very subtle, 
very calm.” 

Morin was to have eight 
treatments and begin medi¬ 
cation. And he was going to 
survive. 

“She told me with her 
conviction ... she was going 
to heal me, and save me,” 
he recalled. “That’s it, that’s 
all. No questions asked. 

“I was convinced that it 
wasn’t my time,” he added. 
“Yes, I was going to die, but 
not that day, not that year, 
not right now. I was con¬ 
vinced of that.” 

He was right, which he’d 
find out about six months 
later. Morin was given a 


clean bill of health. 

Asked how he feels now, 
he responds with character¬ 
istic wit. 

“I’m a used car,” 
he says. “But I’m OK.” 
“Being sick is a really good 
lesson in humility,” he said, 
“and your ego takes a big 
slap in the teeth.” 

This album is “very im¬ 
portant,” Morin says — al¬ 
most redundantly, given 
the furious enthusiasm that 
beams through clearly in 
his voice as he discusses the 
work. 

And yet, his perspective 
on what’s important has 
surely shifted. 

“When you go back to 
music afterwards, well, you 
see it very differently,” he 
said. 

“Because I used to see 
music as a very important 
part of my life. And now 
it is, it still is. But my life 
comes first. Music is music.”

The-Dream has always been a 
sex-obsessed R&B genius, but 
now he’s turned things up a 
notch. On his new album, IV 
Play, which drops this week, 
the singer, songwriter and 
producer isn’t afraid to ex¬ 
press his desires. 

He says the extra dose of 
risque talk and bawdy calls 
for sex are a reflection of 
where he’s at in his life, and 
where we’re at as a society. 
For the uninitiated, this is 
ratchet-infused R&B. 

“I’d like to think it’s a veiy 
vibe-y, adult album,” says 
the man born Terius Nash. 
“I’ve been out, I’ve been in 
clubs so I know we’re in the 
ratchet era of things. I’m sure 
there’s been a lot of ratchet- 
ness on my album because of 
what’s been going through 
our culture, which is a good 
thing, by the way. The ‘ratch¬ 
et’ word sounds like it’s nega¬ 
tive, but it’s actually more 
free than most R&B songs 
could be, than pop could be. 
‘I don’t give a f—,’ that’s 
basically what it’s saying.” 

If IV Play embraces more 
explicit come-ons — and a 
few more drug references 
— than we’re used to, it still 
boasts the same sound we’d 
expect from the musical 
mastermind behind some of 
the most memorable songs in 
modern R&B. 


The-Dream has crafted 
megahits for the likes of Be¬ 
yonce (Single Ladies, Put a 
Ring on It), Rihanna (Umbrel¬ 
la) and Justin Bieber (Baby), 
and racked up multiple 
Grammy Awards, so it’s no 
surprise that industiy heavy¬ 
weights like Jay-Z, Beyonce, 
Pusha T and 2 Chainz appear 
on IV Play, which rounds out 


The-Dream, on his new, naughtier approach 

a handful of edgier tracks 
with sweet serenades and 
dark, introspective numbers. 


The wave of ratchet hip- 
hop may not be the most sur¬ 
prising influence on IV Play, 


though. You might also hear 
some classical music mak¬ 
ing its way into the compos¬ 
itions. The-Dream says it’s his 
favourite genre.

When Elvis Costello and The 
Roots teamed up for a new al¬ 
bum, they knew their pairing 
was unlikely and unconven¬ 
tional, so they secretly record¬ 
ed music without the approv¬ 
al of their record labels. 

“Sometimes if you ... get 
the record company involved, 
then people have ambition 
rather than starting to play, so 
we started to play,” Costello 
said in a recent interview. 

“We did it without a label 
or deadline pressure,” said Ah- 
mir “Questlove” Thompson as 
he sat next to Costello. “This 


absolutely was a passion pro¬ 
ject.” 

They began recording 
Wise Up Ghost, which will be 
released Sept. 17, two years 
ago. It’s a moody, 12-traclc al¬ 
bum that features both new 
songs and others borrowed 
from Costello’s catalogue, in¬ 
cluding the drum-filled Sugar 
Won’t Work, which samples 
from You Left Me in the Dark, 
and the soft and simple Trip¬ 
wire, which takes from Satel¬ 
lite. 

The Roots first collabor¬

Aliens: The Definitive 
Guide. New show asks 
the finest scientific 
minds what they believe 
about EIs and U.F.Os 


Maybe those science-fiction 
scenarios about killer robots 
from space invading the Earth 
aren’t so far-fetched after all. 

Aliens bearing little resem¬ 
blance to Steven Spielberg’s 
cuddly E.T. might actually 
eye Earth for its potential 
slaves and to plunder its nat¬ 
ural resources, say scientists 
interviewed in Aliens: The 
Definitive Guide, a new docu¬ 
mentaiy being broadcast Sun¬ 
day on Discoveiy Canada. 

In short, they might be a lot 
like humans were when they 
explored new lands. But don’t 
go running for the shelters just 
yet. Even if aliens are headed 
for us now, space travel can 
take thousands of years using 
currently known technology, 
which probably rules out the 


possibility of any malevolent 
E.T.s touching down during 
our lifetime, anyway. 

Producer Alan Handel says 
aliens are a “never-ending 
preoccupation” for people, so 
making the documentaiy was 
a no-brainer. He says surveys 
indicate that many Canadians 
believe extra-terrestrials exist 
and may already have dropped 
in. “I just think it’s a really neat 
concept to say, ‘OK, let’s take 
it seriously and go to some of 
the best scientific minds in the 
world and ask their opinion.’” 

However, Aliens: Hie Defin¬ 
itive Guide isn’t a tale of extra¬ 
terrestrial terror and instead 
entertainingly poses an ex¬ 
haustive list of questions about 
who may be beyond the stars. 

What planets might have 
life? How might its inhabitants 
get here? What would they 
look like? And what are their 
possible intentions? 

These are some of the quer¬ 
ies pondered in the two-hour 
film by Montreal’s Handel Pro¬ 
ductions and U.K.-based Arrow 
Media. A theoretical physicist 
at City University of New York

scoffs at anyone who tries to 
suggest we’re the only life 
forms in the universe. 

“Gimme a break,” Michio 
Kaku (American theoretical 
physicist) says in the docu¬ 
mentaiy. “I mean, how many 
stars are out there in the uni¬ 
verse anyway? The Hubble 
Space Telescope can see about 
a 100 billion galaxies — that’s 
the visible universe,” he says. 
“Each galaxy consists of 100 
billion stars. Do the math.” 

All the scientists agreed 
that any alien who touched 
down on Earth would be pretty 
advanced scientifically. It’s 
not the first time Handel has 
tackled a subject that would be 
considered more in the realm 
of sensational supermarket 


tabloids. Their last definitive 
guide documentaiy was on 
Bigfoot and the next one in the 
works looks at time travel. 

Handel describes himself as 
a “professional skeptic” when 
it comes to extra-terrestrial 
life and UFOs. He says he was 
surprised by the number of 
planets that might support life 
in some form and the extent 
of the likelihood that alien 
life could visit Earth. “It was 
really surprising to me. I had 
no idea. I think it’s a program 
that’s full of surprises and rev¬ 
elations.” 

He noted that science fic¬ 
tion can often cross the line 
into science fact, and pointed 
to one of his other previous 
films, How William Shatner 
Changed The World. That 
documentaiy discussed how 
some technology in the old 
Star Trek TV shows and mov¬ 
ies had actually become real. 
“It’s interesting to do a kind 
of reality check on science 
fiction and see how far away 
we are from that vision being 
real, or real down the road.”

is clueless about life. Mean¬ 
while, Crystal writes and 
stars in The Comedians, a 
30-minute, single-camera 
comedy about a superstar 
veteran comedian who is 
reluctantly paired with a 
younger, edgier comic for a 
late-night sketch show. 

FX Networks boss John 
Landgraf said the increas¬ 



ingly tough movie market¬ 
place is driving a lot of big 
Hollywood talent to small 
screen projects, where pre¬ 
mium cable fare is seen as 
dynamic, exciting and ori¬ 
ginal. 

“The loss in some ways 
of the theatrical feature 
business is the gain of tele¬ 
vision,” he said.

It’s difficult watching your 
dog woefully begging for 
a few of your table scraps.

“Dogs have distinct nutri¬ 
tional needs, different from 
humans,” said Dr. Donna Cur¬ 
tin, a board member with the 
Ontario Veterinaiy Medical 
Association and a veterinar¬ 
ian with a specific expertise 
and interest in dog nutrition. 
“Studies show that after two 
or three months of eating 
food that is not specifically 
prepared or formulated for 
dogs, they become nutrient 
deficient.” 

In order to ensure your 
dog enjoys a healthy diet, 
here are a few things you 
should be considering when 
feeding your canine compan¬ 
ion. 

Feed your dog a balanced 
diet. All-meat diets, table 


scraps or dog foods that are 
not optimally formulated to 
meet a dog’s nutritional needs 
are not the best choices. “Se¬ 
lect a high-quality, reputable, 


commercial food for your 
dog,” Curtin said. “They’re 
formulated to ensure your 
dog receives all the valuable 
nutrients he can absorb.” 


Hard and soft foods are both 
good for your pet. According 
to Curtin, “both are good, and 
if your dog learns to eat both 
then neither will be strange 


or foreign.” Some dog owners 
worry that canned food isn’t 
good for their dog’s teeth, 
but Curtin says otherwise. 
“Canned food doesn’t cause 


How much 
is too much? 

“If dog food is formu¬ 
lated by a reputable com¬ 
pany, you can follow the 
guidelines on the pack¬ 
aging,” said Dr. Donna 
Curtin, a board member 
with the Ontario Veterin¬ 
aiy Medical Association. 
“Dog food companies 
have done feeding trials 
to ensure they know 
how much you should be 
giving your dog.” 

However, consider 
such things as your dog’s 
age and lifestyle — if 
your pet is sedentaiy or 
older it may not need as 
much food.

Select a diet specific to your 
pet's needs. Pick a formulation 
that works best for your dog’s 
needs. “Work with your veter¬ 
inarian to determine the best 
formulation for your dog based 
on his specific age, breed and 
health concerns,” Curtin said. 



Feeding time. Don’t

Feeding your dog should be 
simple, so here are some easy 
ways you can optimize your 
pet’s diet and lifestyle. 

1 Don’t leave the food down 
all the time. Just feed your 
dog at their specific feeding 
time. “Dogs won’t self-regu- 
late, which means they can 
end up eating too much and 
becoming obese,” said Dr. 
Donna Curtin, an Ontario Vet¬ 
erinary Medical Association 
board member and veterinar¬ 
ian with a specific expertise 
and interest in dog nutrition. 

2 Keep the water bowl 
clean. It’s vital that your 
dog always has a ready supply 
of clean water. Be sure to top 
it up after your dog has been 
active or spent time outside 
in the summer heat. “This is 
especially true for little dogs, 
because it dilutes their urine 
and makes them less prone to 
urinary crystals, which form 
together to make bladder 


Maintaining a healthy weight 


• You want to be sure your 
dog maintains a healthy 
weight — that means 
“you should be able to 
see your dog’s ‘waist’ and 
you should easily be able 
to feel her ribs,” said Dr. 
Donna Curtin, a board 
member with the Ontario 


stones,” Curtin said. 

Watch the treats. “Dog 
treats are formulated to 
be given to your pet occasion¬ 
ally, so limit treats to once or 
twice daily,” Curtin said. Fill¬ 
ing up on treats may make 
your dog lose interest in its 
meals, so consider a game of 
fetch, a belly rub or a cuddle 
— your dog will love that just 
as much. 

Get healthy together. 
Walk your dog at least

March 27, collected 41 goals 
and 64 assists, winning CHL 
player-of-the-year honours. 

The son of former NBAer 
Popeye Jones, Seth had 14 goals 
and 42 assists in the WHL this 
season. He took up hockey in 
Denver while his father played 
for the Nuggets, but said his 
interview with the Avalanche 
was no different from any other 
interview. 

“They didn’t treat me spe¬ 
cial or anything from what I’ve 
heard from other players,” said 
Jones. 

The real test will come June 
30 at the NHL draft in Newark, 
N.J. Colorado picks first, fol¬ 
lowed by Florida and Tampa 
Bay. 

“It still feels a little surreal 
that the draft is coming so close
